Iedian A@airs.

Denver, Dec. 18.—A special from 
Cheyenne river via Rapid City at 
3:30 this morning says: A courier 
just in has aroused the camp. He 
states ti at a party of fifteen men are 
beseiged fifty miles from here on 
Spring Creek at Daly’s ranch. The 
Indians have made three attempts to 
fire the ranch, one being nearly suc- 
cessful. One of the occupants is Hon. 
H. M. Day, aid-de-camp to the Gov- 
ernor of the State. The courier who 
brings the news had to make a break 
tbrough the Indians, firing both his 
pistols right and left, and one of their 
bullets penetrated his overcoat, He 
rode by a eircuitous route tothe camp. 
General Carr sent Major Tupper with 
100 men to the rescue. 

A later special from the Sixth Car- 
alry on the Cheyenne river via Rapid 
City says: Major Perry’s command 
was joined early this morning by Gus 
Craven, a scout, who reported that 
near Smithville a number of Indians 
were seen on a small creek in the 
brakes. A number of shots were ex- 
changed while some of the Govern- 
ment wagons were crossing Spring 
river. They and the escort were at- 
tacked by forty Indians and a number 
of shots exchanged. One soldier was 
wounded, and another had a shot 
through his hat. The troopers of 
Captain Wells’ cavalry came to the 
rescue, and the Indians ran away. 

Craven reports baving seen sixty- 
three tepees, which contained 100 In- 
dians, near the mouth of the creek 
early this morning. Troops were 
sent out, but the hostiles had again 
returned to the Bad Lands. 

General Carr has sent an armed 
party to guard the ranch where the 
Indian was killed yesterday. He was 
a nephew of Kicking Bear. 

Yesterday General Carr sent a troop 
of cavalry up into the Bad Lands to 
watch the movements of the hostiles. 
A signal was established between the 
troops and camp by three relays, and 
in case of trouble they were to have 
been reinforced from here. They re- 
ported seventy tepees in the Indian 
stronghold, which is totally inaccess- 
ible. The only known outlet for these 
Indians is by a trail whieh goes up 
Cottonwood across the road from 
Rapid creek to Wounded Knee. This 
pass will be closed to-morrow by a 
large 2. of the Sixth Infantry.

End of the Great storm in 
the Hast. 


* A&mether Kallread Slaughter. 
By Associated Press. | 

Gr, Dec. 18.— Word was just 
received from St. Joseph, De Levis, 
to the effect that the west-bound Hal- 
ifax express went through a bridge at 
that place to-day. The entire train, 
excepting the baggage car and engine, 
went down. A number of passengers 
were killed and many others injured. 
Assistance has been sent from Levis. 

The Quebec express train from Hal- 
ifax ou the Intercolonial road, due at 
11 :40 to-day, met with a frightfal acci- 
dent about three miles from its desti- 
nation. The scene of the wreck was 
the embankment at St. Joseph. The 
train was running at a hight rate of 
speed, and, after passing St. Joseph 
Station, a second-class car apy ared 
to have jumped the track on a curve, 
dragging a first-class car and a sleeper 
with it, and also derailing the mail car 
and baggage car ahead of it. Three 
passenger Cars were carried diagunally 
along the embankment for two hun- 
dred yards, the second-class car strik- 
ing the western abutment of the bridge. 

It was in this car that the sacrifice 
of life occurred. The front of the car 
was smashed to atoms against the 
solid stone abutment. Three cars 
were turned over, the first being 
badly shattered. The sleeper was 
not so badly shattered as the others. 
The engine, still drawing the baggage 
and mail cars, passed over the bridge. 
After passing the bridge the mail car 
went down the embankment, having 
turned completely over in its descent. 
The engine and derailed baggage car 
continued on their passing over the 
second road bridge safely, and were 
brought to a standstill a few hundred 
yards further on. As soon as the news 
of the disaster reached this city, a 
number of medical men crossed the 
river and went down on a special 
train to the scene of the disaster, and 
rendered efficient aid to the wounded 
passengers. 

The dead are five in number. Con- 
ductor Walker was badly hurt, and 
but few passengers escarpod injury. 
One has both legs broken, another a 
fractored skull, and many are cut and 
bruised. It is impossible at this mo- 
ment to get a reliable list of the 
names.

Cui, Dec. 18.—S8, A. Kean, do- 
ing a banking business undder the 
name of S. A. Kean & Co., assigned 
this morning as arranged for last 
night. Fennell, the attorney for the 
banker, says the failure is the result 
of a steady drain on the finances of 
the institution for the past two weeks. 
Reports detrimental to the bank were 
circulated, resulting in a withdrawal 
of over $200,000 within that time. 
While there were plenty of securities 
in the bank they were not marketable 
under the present monetary condi- 
tions without sacrificing them. The 
attorney says the assets are ample to 
pay all in full. It is expected a etate- 
ment of the assets and liabilities will 
be made to-morrow. It ig learned the 
deposits amounted to $250,000. Men 
of the depositors are well - to- da people, 
who will not suffer severely through 
their losses. But very few poor peo- 
ple did business with the bank. This 
afternoon warrants were taken out for 
the arrest of Mr. Kean and his cashier, 
George B. Warne, for receiving money 
when the bank was known to be in- 
solvent. Arrangements are being 
made to reorganize the concern as a 
national bank.

Senator Sherman reported to the 
Senate from the Finance Committee 
this morning the financial bill agreed 
upon by the Republican caucus last 
night, and it was recommitted to the 
Finance Committee. The only change 
of consequence made was tu limit it to 
banks having a capital of $50,000 each. 

The financial bill, ia addition to 
the features heretofore described, con- 
tains a requirement upon the Secretary 
of the Treasury to issue treasury notes 
to the amount of $10,000,000, based 
upon the abraded and otherwise un- 
current subsididary silver coin now in 
the Treasury. Also Senator Allison’s 
proposition for an arrangement to be- 
cure uniformity in the ratio of silver 
coinage, with a provision for the ap- 
pointment of three commissioners to 
represent the United States and an 
appropriation for their salaries and 
expenses.

Nevada people are 
the most liberal of any in this 
great, big Nation when it comes to 
contributing to the support of 
other States, but she is growing 
poorer and poorer as time passes 
by such a course, and until she 
learns the secret of pretecting her- 
self in a commercial.sense she will 
continue on the down grade.

They may, indeed, shut their eyes to 
facts and harden their.hearts against 
arguments, but the child does not. What 
his teacher is and what she does has 
far greater weight with him than what 
she says. | 

Putting entirely. aside the responsibil- 
ities of people aud the rights of animals, 
itis a simple, bare mlternative that is 
presented to us: Shall the birds be al- 
lowed te live or shall the earth be re- 
duced to a barren, wilderness? 

One of the two. is certain to be, for 
the bird ig our only protector from t! © 
insect. o one who has not inform: 
himself it may seem like a wild stato 
ment, but, nevertheless, it is true that 
the insect isene of the most powerful 
forces on earth, and one against which 
man, with all his boasted ability, is 
helpless. It comes in innumerable 
armies, too minute to be handled; 
nothing can discourage, nothing can 
eradicate it. It multiplies by millions; 
it preys upon every vegetable and ani- 
mal substance under heaven. In a 
world abandoned to the insect not a 


platform contained | green thing could grow, and without 


vegetation neither man nor beast could 
exist. 
The bird, and the bird only, can cope 


| with these fearful hosts of our most 
, fatal foe, and it takes unceasing labor 


on their part to do it. No creatures have 
such appetites — “incarnate voracity” 
Ruskin calls them—none require such 
cons tant supplies. 

Watch the birds with an intelligent 
eye, not merely glance at them, and see 
bow almost incessantly they work. 

The crow—an outcast among men— 
follows the plow and destroys thousands 
of grubs and worms that left to them- 
selves would eat every vestige of the 
crop. I beg to say right here that my 
statements are no fancy sketch, but are 
derived from the scientific reports of 
Government officers, who have investi- 
gated the matter thoroughly 

The oriole, moving quietly about on 
the trees, puts an end every day to 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, of the 
enemies of our foliage, and is reviled 
for killing an occasional bee. 

The vireo, hopping from branch 
branch, with his constant war! le, snaps 
up au injurious iisect ut every step. 

Woodpeckers drag from their hiding 
places the destroyers of our fruit trees, 
and are saddled with an insulting name 
because a little sap exudes. 

The cedar bird clears half our orchard 
of its pests, and is hunted to death for 
eating a few of the cherries he has saved 
for us. 

Swallows in their beautiful flight are 
constantly devouring the hosts of the 
air, creatures that would otherwise hide 
the sky from us with their hosts. 

The beautiful warblers flitting inces- 
santly about the trees are working 
almost every instant ia our bebalf, yet 
we—some of us—wear their little dead 
bodies in clusters and wreaths, and the 
insects increase and multiply apace, 

The rose breasted grosbeak works 
more ipdustriously than any hod carrier, 
and never strikes for shorter hours; and 
what is hedoing? Carefully examining 
the potato plants and picking off that 
pest, the potato beetle. Unfortunately 
—more unfortunately for us than for 
him—he has a beautiful coat; he is want- 
ed to adorn somebody’s hat; his life of 
usefulness is cut short, and the bugs 
have free sweep with the potatoes. 
These are but few of the most common 
birds. I could go on all day and tell of 
the constant work of the feathered folk 
for man. Yet think what odds these 
beautiful creatures, our faithful serv- 
ants, contend against. Remember the 
armies of four-footed foes who lie in 
wait for them and their eggs—the cats, 
weasels, skunks, rats, squirrels and 


to 


many I do not think of. Consider the 


snakes and other reptiles which regu- 
larly devour their eggs and young, and 
do not forget their feathered enemies— 
crows, hawks, owls and jays—all of 
whom like eggs and perhaps birds as 
well as we do ourselves. 

And then reflect on the attitude of the 
human family toward them; first the 
men who shoot them for eating, for the 
fun of killing. or for a collection: then 
the boys too young to wield the deadly 
gun, but amply equipped with sharp 
eyes, stout legs and thievish fingers, 
who scale the trees and scour the bushes 
ten, fifteen or 
twenty Of next year’s song birds in an 
afternoon sometimes. 

To this vast army of destroyers has 
woman at last joined herself. Woman, 
the tender-hearted, the lover of beauty 
and song, has really cast the great weight 
of her influence against the tribes of the 
air, and the birds fall at her behest by 
millions. 

Ob, my sisters, have we been called 
unreasoning, selfish? Are we classed 
with thoughtless children, with un- 
teachable idiots? Are we not guilty?

Sixty Years a Switchman on the 
New York Central 


Although He Is Wholly unterste His 
Mental Powers Haven Remarkable 
Natural Vigor—How He Once 
Defied Two Regiments. 

Down at Stuyvesant, on the Central 
Hudson road, says the Albany (N. Y.) 
Express, there is stationed a switchman 
who has been at his post ever since the 
first train passed over the rails, and had 
been in the company's employ before 
that, almost from the day when the first 
tie was laid and the first spike was 
driven. 

Although he is wholly illiterate his 
mental powers have a natural vigor that 
is remarkable. Once the company 
issued an order directing that all switch- 
men who could not read or write were to 
quit its service. Pat Sweeny got a boy 


the numbers of the engines so that he 


trains that passed his flag shanty every 
day. The old man had apparently 
passed the age when the mind can yet 
be turned back and made to grasp what 
it has outgrown, for he discharged the 
boy, but his ear was still keen. In less 
than a month he had learned the num- 
ber of every engine on the road by the 
sound of its bell, and never made a 
single error in his reports. This is 
vouched for by people who have known 
Sweeny half a century. 

He does not know what fear is. and a 
story is told how he once defied two 
regiments of soldiers because he knew 
what his duty was and they did not. It 
was in April, 1862, during war times. 
Sweeny was at his post on the road, 
which was then double-tracked north of 
Stuyvesant, but had but one track be- 
tween that town and New York. Fif- 
teen carloads of soldiers on a special 
train, bound for New York, reached 
Stuyvesant early one morning, and 
Sweeny, who was on the lookout, 
stopped the train, because the train 
which had immediately preceded it car- 
ried no signal to give warning that the 
special was behind it. It was before the 
days of block signals, and much depend- 
ed on a remembrance of orders as to 
how trains were to be run. The com- 
mandant of the troops could not under- 
stand why the train had come to a 
standstill. Leaping from the train he 
began making inquiries, and found 
Sweeny standing at the switch, which 
he had locked. 

“What does this mean?” thundered 
the officer. ‘‘Don’t you know these are 
Federal troops under orders from Wash- 
ington to proceed to New York without 
delay? Whatdo you mean by stopping 
this train without orders?” 

Sweeny pointed his thumb over his 
shoulder in the direction of the single 
track. 

The train ahead carried no signal for 
yez,” said he, and there bees an up- 
train on its way.” 

“Unlock that switch instantly,” com- 
manded the officer, drawing his sword. 
Not a moment's delay now. Unlock 
it.” 

In not,” said Sweeny, and the 
words were scarcely out of his mouth 
before adozen soldiers, in obedience to 
an order, hustled the switchman into 
theshanty. One thrust his bayonet into 
the boards “alongside of Sweeny’s neck. 
The others pinned him in a similar man- 
ner under the arms. Half a dozen oth- 
ers placed the muzzles of their loaded 
muskets within a few inches of his 
head. 

“Give up that key and let this train 
proceed,” was the command, and while 
no threat accompanied it the switchman 
knew that the next order would be to 
pull the triggers. He never flinched. 

“Not wan foot does this train move,” 
he said, without a tremor. 

J will give you one min—” 

At that momenta shrill whistle was 
heard, and before the officer could finish 
bis order the train from Albany came 
flying along at the rate of forty miles an 
hour. Sweeny’s watchfulness had pre- 
vented a terrible disaster. He knew 
well that the first train should have dis- 
played signal flags to indicate that there 
was another following. Had he permit- 
ted the train carrying the soldiers to 
proceed there would have been a fright- 
ful collision at about Stockport, where 
acurve through a rocky cut shuts out 
all view 200 yardsahead. It didn’t take 
either the officers or the men long to 
realize what a narrow escape they had 
made and to appreciate the bravery of 
the switchman who was ready to give 
up his own life rather than permit 1,000 
men to put theirs in danger. 

Famous Sam Sloan was president of 
the Central in those days, and when he 
heard of Sweeny’s courageous act he sent 
him a check for a generous amount and 
summarily discharged the engineer and 
crew of the train that had run through 
without asignal. And, strange to say, 
no strike was ordered becauseof their 
discharge, nor was President Sloan 
asked to specify reasons.
